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Mine operators in this community 
are making preparations for a pos­ 
sible shutdown in April when dele­ 
gates of the United Mine W orkers of 
America will

adopted two years ago. expires April

1910. and when 
operators 
and 
miners are asked 
to sigu 
a 
new 
scale,-»there may be a lively fight 
before an agreem ent is reached. 
Miners will probably not ask tor 
a change in the present scale as tar 
as wages or working hours are con­ 
cerned, but 
the possible difference 
between operators and 
miners 
will 
com e 
when operators demand that 
miners work on a screen coal basis, 
in which case the m iners would be 
paid only for the lump coal. 
Under 
the run of mine basis, the mining of 
slack as well as lump is considered 
and the screen coal basis means about 
25 cents a ton more to the operators. 
At present there is no law in this 
sub-district governing the mining of 
coal by either basis, but in other 
districts the miners have won their 
point and get paid on the run of mine 
basis. 
The object of the operators 
seem s to be to have a law enforced 
making the screen coal basis general. 
That the miners will not submit to 
Wiis 
law 
seem s quite 
probable, in 
which case a doad-lock may suspend 
operation 
in 
mines in these parts. 
Operators claim that a run of mine 
basis gives miners an opj>ortunity to 
fire their shots wrong and break the 
coal to pieces, causing sumewhat of 
a loss to the operator, while if the 
miner were paid on a screen coal 
basis he would necessarily be more 
careful. 
That some trouble is brewing seem 
plausible to suspect from the fact 
that the president of the mine work-

ers and tin* president of the operators 
are not on friendly terms. 
The presi­ 
dent of the operators is said, to have 
declared him self ready to fight when 
the new scale com es up for consid­ 
eration. 
Should he take such a stand, 
there is every reason to believe that 
operation in the m ines will be sus­

time, at least, 
next April. 
Work has already been started on 
the framing up of a new scaie, as 
go much time is consumed before all 
the miners of the various suD-currrtcts 
have had an opportunity to rxpress 
their grievances. 
These grievances, 
if any, are expressed at sub-district 
m eetings, after which they are taken 
up at the state m eetings. 
State com­ 
m ittees, composed of the president 
and secretary, then take the gue»- 
ances and proposed changes to the 
national convention, which will 
be 
held In Indianapolis this year, and 
when a scale is drawn up it must be 
signed by every miner and by the 
operators before it becomes effective. 
In this, manner miners and operators 
have an 
equal chance to vote on 
the proposition. 
Considerable local interest is cen­ 
tered in the Ohio state convention 
which 
m eets at Columbus January 
It, as 
Percy 
Tetlow, of 
W ashing 
tonville, .president of this sub-district, 
is a candidate for state secretary, to 
■be selected at that time. 
President 
Tetlow is a member of the state min 
ing com mission and has become quite 
generally known among miners and 
operators in this and other states. 
It is sajd miners in this sub-district 
will support him while he also has 
the sanction of operators in this com­ 
munity. by whom he is quite generally 
liked.

December 30. at Juvisy, he broke all 
speed records. 
The occasion was an 
attem pt to win the Michelin cup. He

not succeed in 
beating 
Henry 
Farman’s record for distance, but did 
establish a new distance record for 
monoplanes and a new world's speed 
record 
He covered 124 m iles in two 
hours and thirty-two minutes, main­ 
taining an average speed of approx 
imately 49 m iles an hour. 
His feats 
had attracted wide attention, and he 
is said to have been offered a guaran 
tee of $10,000 if he would visit the 
United States.

COUNTY SAYS SHERIFF 


Lisbon, Jan. 5.—Several weeks ago 
Columbus papers published a reixart 
compiled by the warden of the state 
penitentiary which shows the num­ 
ber of prisoners that were doing time 
in that, institution. 
In this list, Co 
umbiana county ranks third in thi 
scale of having the sm allest number 
of convicts, a position it has never 
held before. 
Sheriff Davidson stated 
this morning that crime was on the 
decrease in the county and he .a.vs 
the cause partially to the voting out 
of 
the saloobs 
and 
the 
many re­ 
ligious revivals held in the larger 
cities of the county, 
lit* states also 
that he was surprised to notice the 
iecrease in cases coming from East 
Liverpool, his home city, and gives

‘Lisbon, Jan. 5.—The United States 
circuit court of appeals at Cincinnati 
handed down an opinion yesterday In
